Stephens Discusses the 
Affairs of the Department and Tells of 
Some Queer Practices Under Noland’s 
Regime—He Wil Change the System of 
Bookkeeping ta Vogue—Noland Still Re- 
fuses to Talk and Says He Does Not Know 
Whether He WilhAnswer the Governor’s 
Letter or Not—Where the Suits Will Be

JEFFERSON CITY, „ March 14.—Unlese Mr. 
Noland talks, it ja not likely thatthe public 
willever know what becameof the bulk of 
the deficit outside of the general impression 
that it went for poker debts. His manner of 
covering up the Geficit by raising drafte 
speaks for itself. Evidently he used the cash 
in the Treasury wntifhe was over $11,000 de- 
hing and then the 2d of last September com- 
menced raising drafts and making false en- 
tries. The draft in favor of Wm. II. 
Busteed for $1,150, given the sh of last 
February was raised from $1.50. No one 
has any knowledge of Busteed, and it is said 
that he is a New York faro banker. The draft 
given February 19to R. E. Wilson for $589, it 
appears, was a straight draft on State funds, 
without making an entry onthe Treasurer’s 
books. Mr. Wilson is said to, be a Kansas 
City grocer, and perhaps the amount repre- 
sents an old grocery BHI. A Post-DIsPaTCH 
reporter found Mr. Noland at the Madison 
House this morning. but he was not in atalka - 
tive mood. In answer to the question if he 
would now make a statement, he replied: 

NOTHING TO SAY. 

No, Ihave nothing to say. 
what I will do.“ 

Asked if he intended to reply to the Gov- 
ernor’s letter, he said: ‘‘Not at present. 1 
don’t know whether I will reply at all. 

This wasthe sum and substance of what he 
said. It evidently annoys him greatiy to 
stand the fire of newspaper correspondents. 
He has been advised tosay nothing. It has 
been made to appear to him that anything he 
can say will only get others into notoriety 
and perhaps. troubla and in no re- 
spect benefit his condition. He has evidently 
abandoned all hopes iscompletely broken 
down. His attorney, T. Noland, ar- 
riyead here this morn with the news that 
the bondsmen have taxen down their money. 
J. S. Flemming, one of the resident bonds- 
men, said to the POST- DISPATCH reporter that 
he had no information that the money had 
been taken down, but said he: 

It may be true enough. I told them the 
money must be paid, and that my check was 
ready at any time it was wanted. There is no 


use in waiting to be sued, as the entire 
amount must certainly be paid.’’ 
THE GOVERNOR INTERVIEWED. 

Gov. Francis said, when interviewed at his 
office: ‘‘I know nothing about the bondsmen 
taking down their money, further than what 
I see in the papers; the defalcation must be 
made good. Iwill wait a few days and see 
whatthe bondsmen propose to do. If they 
don’t voluntarily pay the entire shortage into 
the Treasury, I will direct the Attorney Gen- 
eral to commence suit in the Circuit Court 
against the entire bond. Suit can be com- 
menced at the county seat where one of the 
bordsmen live, against all of them, but, gif 
such proceedings are necessary, the suit will, 
douptiess, be instituted before Judge E. L. 
Edwards of the Cole County Circuit Court. 

The failure of the bondsmento at once make 
up the shortage is looxed upon as positive ev- 
idence that the late Treasurer will be crim- 
inally prosecuted and he may be arrested at 
any time. The Prosecuting Attorney, Judge 
Ww. g. Davidson, said to the Post-Dispatca 
reporter this morning that no information 
had yet been filed with him, Dut it is plain 
that he is expecting something to drop very

soon. 
Speaking to a POST-DISPATCH reporter this 


morning, Lon V. Stephens, the new Treas- 
urer, said: ‘‘There never should be much 
cash inthe treasury. My first official act was 
to take $11,000 and place it in two of the State 
depositories, where it will draw interest. 
The Treasury has been in the habit of doing a 
general brokerage business on ‘Snakes.’ As 
the readers of the PoOSsT-DISPATCH are doubt. 
less unaware of the meaning of ‘Snakes’ as 
used here, an explanation is necessary. Em- 
pleyes of the State are paid on the Ist of each 
month. When thelr funds are ex- 
hausted before pay-day comes around 
ey have been in the habit 
of going to the Treasury and drawing ahead 
and leaving a ticket for the amount. This 
ticket is called a ‘‘snake,’’ and the term 
needs no explanation about Jefferson City. 
This system had been carried to such an ex- 
tent that it ig said as much as $20,000 per 
month has been loaned out and the ‘‘snakes’’ 
aceounted for as ‘‘cash items’’ by the 
Treasurer. 

Continuing to discuss the Treasury Mr. 
8 ould: For the most part checks 
will be given for accounts against the 
Treasury. I will not discommode any one, 
but 1 don’t propose to turn the 
Treasury into a brokerage shop. If any 
money is ever given out on ‘snakes’ it willl 
be my own money, and not money belonging 
to the State, which, according to the law, 
should be drawing interest. 

„IHE SYSTEM OF BOOK-KEEPING,’’ 

said Mr. Stephens, ‘‘is cumbersome and 
ancient. I willadopta more modern system, 
and perhaps make a number of changes in 
the management of the department.’’ 
Soon after being appointed Treasurer, Mr. 
Stephens telegraphed his resignation as re- 
ceiver of the defunct Fifth National Bank of 
St. Louis to the Comptroller of the Currency. 

Up to date he has received no reply. 
nregardtothe affairs of the bank he said: 
My work is nearly closed, and it would have 
been finished ere this had it not been for the 
delay in relation tothe $25,000 suit instituted 
at Hastings, Minn. There is very little to do, 
and the place I have résigned is not worth 
contesting for. I will assist whoever my suc- 
The depositors will receive 
cents on the dollar; 
97 cents if the sult referred to 
is won, which will certainly be the case. The 
depositors have asked that my remuneration

The stage of the water at New Orleans is now 
three-tenths above the highest ever known 
and last night touched six-tenths above. 

The river has fallen slightly at Cairo, but 
the sharp rises at St. Louis, and particularly 
Cincinnati, Louisville and Nashville make it 
evident thatthe recession at Cairo is only 
temporary and that thence southward 
the river must continue at the highest 
stage for at least a week. Although the 
Stages of the water at Cairo and Helena are 


about four feet below extreme floods in the 
past yet the prospects are very decided at

A Glevomy Outloek, 


It is hard to avoid taking a most gloomy 
view of the situation onthe Ohio and Lower 
Mississippi Rivers. The water is at many 
points several inches over the highest marks 
known, and eo great have been the ad- 
ditions to the Rivers above these 
points that it seo ms they cannot 
escape from great damage. There have been 
most extraordinary additions tothe Ohio and 
to the Cumberland rivers, while the Lower 
Mississippi, into which this water must go, is 
over-banked and cannot take up the water 
flowing into it from smaller and more South- 
ern tributaries. 

This mornine’s report shows that at Cin- 
Cinnatiseven fect have been added in 24 hours, 
bringing the stage up to within3 4-10 feet of the 
Ganger line. For the 24 bours preceding 8 
o'clock Wednesday morning arise of 7 2-10 feet 
was reported. For the 24hours succeeding arise 
offour feet and one-tenth was reported, 
and to-daythere is seven feet added. A 
total rise for three days of 183-10 feet, and 
back country to be heard from. The river at 
Cincinnati has been brought up from 233-10 
feet to 416-10 feet in seventy-two hours, an 
average rise of over one-quarter of a foot per 


hour. 
In the same seventy-two hours the river hab 
risen 89-10 fect.

New Orleans Fleoded. 


New ORLEANS, La., March 14.—The river is 
over the levees and on the streets. It was5 
o’clock last evening when the first water 
lapped over the levee top into the gutters of 
some principal streets. The river at3 o’clock 
in the afternoon recorded seventeen feet, the 
highest stage ever recorded here. Then the 
river fell. An hoar later the fall was checked. 
Two hours later the levee crowns were over- 


flowed. 

A special meeting of the City Council was 
called at once. Fifty thousand dollars was 
appropriated for work on the levees and 
placed atthe disposition of the Mayor. The 
rallroadc ran special gravel trains. 

The levee st Jackson avenue broke and the 
water rushed through a 150-foot opening. 
Workmen were set to work there in great 
numbers and by 8 o'clock the water was shut

ut. 

At midnight the water was running over the 
levee at Peters street, at Third, Fourth, Sixth, 
Eighth, Toledano, Saraparta and Stone 
streets. The railroads brought in great trains 
of dirt and ground which were added to the 
levees atthe weak poiuts. A large section of 
the city in the vicinity of Claiborne street is 
overflowed. 

The steamer Gen. Newton has been sent by 
the Government engineers to Hardscrabbie 
Levee, in Tenas parish, to bulkhead and 
strenvthen the levee, which is in danger of 
breaking. 

The river is rising at Natchez and Bayou 
Sara, and itis feared there will be great dis- 
aster at New Orleans. 

THE STREETS THIS MORNING 
are free of overflow water along the river 
front except at St. Peters street and there the 
flow will soon be stopped. It rained slowly 
all night and is drizzling this morning. 

The levee at A. Bourgois & Sons, Nita Plan- 
tation, sixty-fve miles above the city on the 
New Orleans side of the river, broke at 11 
o'clock last night and in less than two hours 
the break was 25 feet wide. The levee was a 
new oneand had become soft. The water 
from this crevasse will do but little damage as 
it will fow into Lake Ponchartrain.

HE HAD BETTER STAY EAST, 


An Eastern Opinion en the Difference Be- 
tween Eastern and Western Business Men. 


From the New York Sun. 

A business man who once had a long string 
of small grocery stores in New York under a 
high-sounding title, went to smash about 
eight years ago and went West with the rem- 
nantg of his fortune to corral a large and en- 
ticing number of American dollars. He came 
back to New York a few days since ona visit. 


It is the first chance I have had, he said 
% have been chipping out ever since 1 
went away lu an endeavor to straighten up 
my old obligations here, so that I could come 
back to town comfortably. I am not a con- 
vert to the young-man-go-West principle. I 
wentto work in New York when I was 12 

ears old in a commercial house in 

eat street, and I think I can claim 
to have as good a commercial education 
and asthorough experience in the world of 
trade as most men. I was 47 when I left New 
York. Perhaps I started West too late in life 
but J had and still have plenty of energy an 
industry. I tellyou that no man with an 
Eastern training can succeed in the West un- 
less he givesup everything that makes life 
worth living. In the first place there are 
some pretty sharp men out in that country, 
andthe theory that they all came from the 
East ig very far from the truth. They are 
daring speculators, big gamblers, and more 
or less original in their methods. 80 
are the Easterners, but there is one 
point where the Westerners knock 
them out of sight. They spend nothing on 
their food, do not care a rap for their clothes, 
and work morning, noon and night. An East- 
erp man likes to close out the office at 4:30 or 
5. go home, put on clean linen and afresh 
suit of clothes and dine comfortably with his 
family. The Western man wears the same 
suit all the week long, rushes out in the mid- 
dle ofthe day and bolts a fifteen-minuce 
luncheon that would give dyspepsia to an ox, 
works till o’clock, goes home, takes off his 
coat and sits down totea with his family in 
his shirt sleeves, bolts some Discuits and pre- 
serves and isout and pulling together the 
ragged ends of business and working up trade 
in bar-rooms, billiard halls, or at his office 
until9orl0 o’clock at. night. If he wants a 
suit of clothes he buys one ready made, puts 
It on and wears it until it is time to buy an- 
other. 

Every once in a while you read wild stories 
about the extravagance of men in the West, 
but they have no idea of what extravagance 
means. In Omaha, for instance, Where 1 have 
established a branch of my business they 
have several men who are usually spoken of 
by their business associates as ‘terrible high 
livers,’ regular sports, and soon. These 
men may drink three or four quarts of cham- 
pagne in a day, occasionially spend $3 or $4 
for acravator $l5foravery highly polished 
palr of patent leather shoes. Perhaps they

sports a $2,000-trotter. 

But they have no conception of the money 
whichaquiet New York citizen spends. A 
man inthe East would put $80,000 worth of 
aintings in his house and not consider that 

e had an art gallery at all. He will stock his 
cellar with seven or eight kinds of wine, and 
treat his guests to Madeira or Johannisberger, 
a single bottie of which costs more than che 
expenses of the sport in the West for a day. 

„Some of the Western men, particularly in 
Chicago, where ey try toape the Easta 

ood deal, have en to running yachts. 

ou can imagine nothing funnier in the 
world than thelr fresh-water excur- 
sions, where the Captains and 
mates chum along with the guests 
and everybody drinks whisky from morning 
tonight. The wildest sort of plungers in the 
West would not attract a moment’s attention 
here, and as there is no society to speak oim 
they hammer away at their work ail the tthe 
witinout losing caste. For instance, in too 
West if two or three business men happened 
meet at a dinner given by une of them they do 
not hesitate for a moment to plunge into 
business talk at the very outset of 
the meal and keep it up to the 
end. The women chatter among them 
selves and sometimes join the men in 
discussing the details of their affairs. The 
women are shrewed andsmart. Imagine sey- 
eral merchants meeting at dinnerin New 
York and discussing the price of calivo per 
yard or trying tofixsome agreement for an 
incipient trust inthe presence ofthe ladies. 
After dinner the chances are a hundred to one 
that all the men will light their cigars and 
adrift offto the store or the office orto the 
barroom ofsome popular hotel where the 
business talk is a ruling order of the meeting, 
An Eastern man you see, cannot do this sort 
ofthing. Certain habits are bred in the bone, 
and his family will not stand absolute neglect, 
so that the Western men usually get the start 
of their Eastern rivals.

THE CHEROK EF BOOMERS DETERMINED TO 


INVADE THE STRIP. 


The Camp at Caldwell, Kan., Preparing. to 
Start—A Great Inflow of Settlers Ex- 
pected—No Attention Paid to the Mili- 
tary—Prospects of Trouble Between Set- 
tlers, Cowboys, Tenants and Soldiers. 


KANSAS Crrr. Mo., March 14.—The Star's 
Caldwell (Kan,) special says: The Cherokee 
boomers who have congregated at this point 
have finaliy set the time for their invasion of 
the strip. Hon. J. W. Nyce, Mayor of this 
elty and captain of the boomers, has issued a 
proclamation to the colony setting Sunday, 
March 16, as the day for the movement. There 


are now in the colony fully 600 families and to 
this number 179 families, which arriv in 
prairie schooners last night, were added to- 
mn The officers of the colony have selected 
and laid out a town site near Pond Creek and 
named it Nyceburg. Capt. Burbank, United 
Stutes Army, arrived yesterday from Okla- 
homa City and attempted to persuade the 
boomers to delay their movement upon the 
strip until the vernment shall give its 
formal consent. The prospective colonists, 
however, were firm in the determination to 
move on the day appointed by their leaders, 
and Mr. Nyce announces that they will start 
on that day if they have to fight their way 
through. apt. Burbank has only a smal) 
troop at bis command at Oklahoma City, and 
has telegraphed for reinforcements. It is ox- 
pected that trouble will surely ensue Sunday, 
when the boomers will*take up thelr march 
for the public land. 
WILD EXCITEMENT... 

Since the news came last might that the bill 
passed the House declaring the Oherokee 
Strip public domain, the city has been a scene 
of wild excitement, with the boomers In their 
excitement running to and tro half dressed 
making reparations to start at day- 
break forthestrip. Before the sun was up 
the whole city was wild witb ezeitement and 
a continuous stream of people of every de- 
scription, from the poorest tramp to the 
speculative real estate agent, men, women 
and children of every nationality, has been 
pouring into the strip. At noon 
the line of white-covered prairie schoon- 
ers, bearing the joyous boomers, is still crawl- 
ing torough the town and [ts end not yet viel- 
bie. The news comes from the strip that the 
gaitie have already been stampeded, fright- 
ened at the unusual scene and have become 
unmanageable. The ecattlemen are in 
great etraits to know what to do 
with their stock inasmuch as the 
force of men at their command is as nothing 
before the Irresistible stream of immigrants, 
By sundown to-night 10,000 people will have 
entered the strip with the intention of staying 
there at all buzards and nothing short of the 
regular United States Army can drive them 
from the Mecca towards which they nave been 
struggling for so long. 

It is reported that a company of the United 
Staees soldiers from Oklahoma City Is already 
in the Strip awaiting the advance of the 
boomegs, andthat a speciaitrain is bearing 
reforcements from Fort Leavenworth, Kan, 
Dr. Brown, un army surgeon, visiting here, 
has been ordered to accompany the Leaven- 
worth detachment. 


A General Rash. 


ARKANSAS CiTy, Kan., March 14.—As soon 
as the move upon the Cherokee Strip by the 
boomers in the vicinity becomes known 
among the  settiements of boomers 


around the Strip, the rush into the 
new country will doubtless become 
general. Practically no opposition will 
be met with fromthe United States military 
for the force in the Southwest ie wholly inade- 
quate to check the great inflow of settlers, 
No more than two or three points could be 
guarded at the same time by the small forces 
now stationed in the Indian Terri- 
tory, and it is too late to bring 
in reinforcements from the military 
posts in Kansas, Missouriand Texas, before 
the settiers shall have crossed the line and 
staked their claims. The strip is still occu- 
pled by tbe Cherokee Strip Cattle Association 
by virtue of their lease with the Indians. 
The cattle company has until Oc- 
tober next in which ‘> remove its 
cattle, The removal 0 the stock 
has not yet begun and the cattle are being 
guarded by large numbers of cowboys. Chief 
Mayes recentiy ordered the Indian police to 
patrol the Strip and defend the tenants, and 
it is expected that trouble will occur between 
themand the cowboys on one side and the 
settlers on the other. 


QUEER THINGS THAT WE DO. 


Customs That Strike the Chinese Observer : 


as Remarkably Odd. 


From the Philadelphia Press. 

Lien Sang of Hong Kong dined at the Cont!- 
nental lastevening. He ies a Chinese gentie- 
man of 50 years, aretired merchant, and is 
making a visit to this country, where his 
house has branches. Mr. Sang left on the 
train for New York, where he will be enter- 
tained by Wong Chin Foo, the brilliant young 
Chinese author and journalist. Mr. Sang was 


impressed with Philadelphia, which, he says, 
has fewer foreign influences than either Sau 
Francisco or Chicago. 

He said through an inierpretor that America 
isa very fuany country, because here we do 
things exactly opposite to the best form in 
civilized China. Weshake bands with each 
other; the Chinaman shakes hands with him 
self. We uncover the head aga mark of re- 
spect; the Chinese gallants not only keep 
their hate on, but when wishing to be ver) 
polite remove their shoes. e shave ou: 
faces; they their heads and eyebrows. We 
cut our finger-nalls; they consider it aristo- 
cratic to let thein grow from five inches to a 
footin length. The Chinaman whitens his 
shoes, buries his dead onthe surface of the 
earth and demands that hie wine be scalding 
hot when served. With us black cloth is a 
sign of mourning; in China white garments 
indicate the loss of friends. In 
the Celestial Empire, not children, but old 
men fly kites, walk on stiits, play marbles, 
shoot frecrackers, and in doing this use their 
feet as much as possible instead of the hands. 
In China the men are milliners, ‘‘washer- 
women’’ and dresemakers. We live, cook 
and eat usually on the first floor, sleeping up- 
stairs, but the Chinaman reverses this order. 
In dating letters we write the year last; they 
place it first. In speaking of the compass 
they always say it points south. We pay our 
doctoys woen we are iil; they pay as long as 
they remain well, but as soon as they get sick 
the pay stops. ere men kill their enemies; 
a Chinaman gets revenge by killin se 
They launch ships sideways, ring 1 from 
the outside and turn screws from right to left. 

Mr. Sang mournfully observed: ‘*America 
may be a great country, but it is truly the 
queerest of places.

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FOOD PRODUCT FREIGHTS. 
WILL THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE COM- 
—— VISIT ST. LOUIS? 


The Merchants’ Exchange Debating as to 
Whether. It Should Issue an Inyitation— 
Questions Coming Up in Connection 
With the Corn Trade—The Important 
St. Louis Complaint. 


OME surprise has 
been expressed that 
the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, 
which is now making 
a tour of the corn 
country and markets 
making inquiries as to 
corr rates, should not 
have included St. 
Louis in its list. ,As it 
is understood, the 
commission is draw- 
ing information from 
7 5 Chicago, Omaha, Lin- 
cvin and Kansas City, while St. Louis, which 
is one of the largest corn markets in the 
country and which has made an immense in- 
crease this season, ig not supposed to have 
any. 

The probabilities are that the reason St. 
Louis is not included in the list is that she has 
never made any complaint and has never in- 
vited the commission to „ visit the 
city. jf the present trip ie de- 
ing made on complaints from the 
points named, then no fault can be found with 
the arrangement of the tour. But if the 
commission arranged its own route, with the 
idea olf getting knowledge on the corn rate 
question, then there is serious cause for com- 
plaint, as St. Louis can tellthe gentlemen 
composing it a great deal they might not 
learn elsewhere. With thisidea, the advisa- 
bility of , 

INVITING THE COMMISSION TO ST. LOUIS 
was brought upthis morning, and the ques- 
tion of issuing a formal call, it was decided, 
should be brought before the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Merchants’ Exchange at its meet- 
ing this afternoon. When the old Transpor- 
tation Committee was in existence there was 
aplanto havethe commission yisit the city 
soon after it was organized. Boards of Trade 
and representative men from adjacent terri- 
tory were to have been invited to attend, and 
considerable correspondence was had on the 
subject, with ‘the idea of making 
the conference the most important 
feature of the commission's early work. The 
prospects were very encouraging, indeed, but 
forsome reason the conference was allowed 
to fall through, and since then the commis- 
sion has never been asked to come here. Had 
the plan been carried out, it is thought that it 
would certainly have resulted in great good, 
as there were a number of questions ready to 
be brought up which are as nearly unsolved 
now as they were then. These questions 
refer tothe shipping trade generally and are 


very numerous. The majority of them, how- 
ever, concern the grain trade, and of these 
many are in connection with the corn trade. 
CHICAGO'S GREAT QUESTION 
concerns the control of the Soo route, which 
is partrail and part water. The query is, 
why rates remain unchanged with naviga- 
tion closed. There ies no doubt that the sys- 
tem prevailing worke a hardship, but just 
how it can be overcome is not plain. The 
practice is an old one, and before the days of 
the interestate commerce law was worked ex- 
tensively at Omaha and Kansas City, and to 
some extent here. Under it the grain is 
bought early inthe West and shipped into 
Duluth, where it goes into the elevators. 
Then when it is shipped out it goes on on the 
old country bill of lading,on a pro-rate ofthe 
through deducting the 
rate into Duluth 
from through water rate. 
There is no doubt as tothis being the way in 
which the scheme is worked, just as in former 
days it was managed in that way, via Omaha 
and via Kansas City. in the case of the latter 
many thousands of bushels of grain have been 
transferred througo Kansas City, which 
should have sought export or Eastern outlet 
through 8t. Louis. The only help visible for 
Chicago, however, is iu the railroads reduc- 
ing the rate into that city, and that could not 
be much of ahelpas the lakes would assur- 
edly meet it, and as the St. Louis rates would 
be lowered in proportion 80 as to maintain 
the 5 cents diffential. 
THE Sr. LOUIS QUESTION 

—or at least the important one—is of an 
entirely different character. It involves an 
actual discrimination by the railroads, with- 
out consideration of water routes. It is ex- 

lained in this way: By what is known as the 
lississipp! River rate there isan imaginary 
line running south from Chicago, from which 
Chicago rates prevail. Then there are inter- 
mediate points, between this imaginary line 
and the Mississippi River to which Mississipp! 
River rates apply. These rates are governed 
by differentials, East and West. For instance, 


‘St. Louis pays a 15-cent rate from a Nebraska 


point, while from the same point Chicago 
pays a 20-centrate. Obicayo then has a tide- 
water rate of 20 cents, while St. Louis’ tide-watér 
rate is 25 cents. Thus the Chicago and St. 
Louis through rates are the same, 40 cents. 
There is a discrimination, however, in the 
railroads belng abie to shipto the intermedi- 
ate 1 — on the St. Louis rate. From there 
to the imaginary Chicago line a switching or 
yard rate, or something as insignificant, can 
be applied, and the corn then goes East on the 
Chicago rate, cutting the through rate down 
to about 87 cents. The points at which this is 
done are Streeter on the Atchison, Chapin on 
the Burlington, Ashiand on the Chicago & 
Aiton, Chapin on the Wabash and Beardstown 
on the Oulo & Mississippi and Burlington. 
This is an important question and will bear 
investigation. 
THE WESTERN QUESTION, 

and one which Lincoln and Omaha appreciate 
more fully, is why the farmers of the West 
cannot ship their grain, and particularly their 
corn. Many farmers are said to have had to 
forego planting corn because they could not 
realize sufficient to pay expenses. There is 
aleo a strong St. Louis sentiment on this sub- 
fect. Its cume will de found in a bl now be- 
fore Congress, repealing that portion of the 
interstate commerce law relatingtoa long 
and short baul, and permitting the railroads 
to make a special bong haul rate on grain 
from the West, with the provis- 
ion that they saball notify the commission 
of this rate so that it shall be available to ail 
alike. With this change made, the law is 
held to bea good one, but with the present 
long and short baul regulations it is claimed 
the law will not only stop the greater develop- 
ment of the West, but will cause a great deal 
of laud now being tilled to go out of cuiltiva- 
tion. Strong pressure wiil be brought to bear 
on members of Congress west of the east line 
of Indiana to support this change, and the 
question will ales be urged on the commis- 
sion, which isin a position to appreciate the 
force of the argument.

Rescript to Their Congregations.

The priests referred to, itis said are: Rev. 
Fathers Coyle of the Cathedral, Brantner of 
St. Theresa’s and the rector of St. 
Vincent’s Church. The dispensation re- 
ferred to was the Pope’s rescript 
abolishing the lenten fast on account of the 
prevalence of grippe and substituting good 
works for the annual penance, The 
order was issued by the Pope 
about a month ago and reached this city about 
ten days ago printed in Latin, as are all the 
official papers from Rome. It was 
sent to Archbishop Kenrick and 
was translated and sent out to all the rectors 
of Catholic Churches in the city by Rev. 
Father Zlegler, the Secretary of the diocese. It 
was read in some of the churebes last 
Friday and again on Sunday, but in the ma- 
jority it was read on Sunday last only. In 
some three or four of the churches 
it was not announced, and 
those who attended these places of worship 
were surprised in consequence, particularly 
when they learned thatit had beén read at 
the other churches. Some, it is said. went 
eo far as to ask why the Lenten 
fast was abolished in some parisbes and not 


in the others.

HISTORIC ESTATE SOLD, 


The Famous ‘‘Quincy Farm’’ at Wollaston 
to Be Cut Up Into Lots. 


From the Boston Herald. 

Boston’s historic southern neighbor, the 
city of Quincy, is likely to receive something 
ofa‘*‘boom’’ as the result of a very recent 
real estate transaction within its limits. The 
historic ‘‘Quincy farm,’’ of about 150 acres, 
which for some years past has been in the 
hands of trustees, is to be put upon the 


market for building purposes without delay. 
Mr. Joseph P. Quincy retains a house and 
land upon the estate, and will hold his citi- 
zenship inthe place where his family has so 
long resided. The homestead, erectei in 
1770, ia not included in the sale, its present oc- 
cupant being Miss A. P. Quincy. This house 
forme an interesting link between the metro- 
politan community now springing up in that 
quarter of the wr and the simple farming 
town of the preceding agg’ & 

One who drives along the broad high road 
between Quincy and Boston will observe, 
rather less than a mile north from the historic 
„stone church,’’ an iron gateway opening to 
the eastward. It is the entrance to the 
Quincy farm.’’ Passing within, the way lies 
along a broad, straight avenue, with three 
rows of fine elms on either side, to the house 
which has been above denominated as ‘‘the 
homestead’’—or, as it is sometimes called,the 
old Quincy mansion. The house was built, as 
above stated, in 1770, by Col. Josiah Quincy, 
and there he died. 

The ‘‘Quincy Homestead’’ was built by the 
* of the builder of the late But- 
er house (Edmund Quincy, who came over 
from England in 1633), and contains many 
interesting historical relics in the shape of 
quaint old furniture and other reminders of 
days agone.e Among these things may be 
mentioned Copigy’s portrait of Col. Quincy, 
and the pane of giass from the window 
whereon the latter recorded, in letters 
scratched by a diamond, the depart- 
ure of Gov. Gaga for England. Col. 

uincy graduated at Harvard in 1728. He 
amassed a fortune through successful mer- 
cantile enterprises. In 1748 a ship owned by 
the firm of which he was a member captured, 
bytstratagem,a large Spanish shipand brought 
hereafely to Boston, were tbe prize was 
duly condemned, apd the 1 amount 
ing to upward ot 7800. 000, were divided 
among the three members ofthe firm: Col. 

uincy established in Quincy (then apart of

A LOOTED TREASURY. 


The report of the committee appointed 
by Gov. FRANCIs to ascertain the amount 
of the deficit in the State Treasury, shows 
that there isa deficiency of $11,838 in the 
cash on hand in the Treasury vaults, that 
amount having been unlawfully removed 
by the Stdte Treasurer; that $7,408.50 has 
been unlawfully drawn from the Union 
National Bank of Kansas City, $10,000 
from the First National Bank of Kansas 
City, $90 from the First National Bank of 
Jefferson City, $4,109.32 from the Kansas 
City State Bank and $8,299.87 from the 
Franklin Bank of St. Louis—making the 
total deficit $32,745.69. 

Beyond fixing the dates of the improper 
drafts on the depository banks, exculpat- 
ing the Treasury clerks and fixing the 
crime on NOLAND, the report does not go. 
If any attempt was made to find out when 
the first deficit occurred, how long it had 
been growing to its present size, and by 
what frauds it had been kept concealed, 
the report does not show any trace of 
effort in that direction. It goes back to 
August 29, the date of the first irregular 
draft charged, and stops there. 

But every item in it is a record of crime. 
It shows that since last August at least 
the Treasury has been run in felonious 
violation of law. It shows that these vio- 
lations of law could not have been kept 
‘concealed from the Governor until March 
if he had obeyed the law which makes it 
his duty to compel the Auditor and the 
Treasurer to make sworn monthly re- 
ports to him in writing as to the transac- 
tions of the Treasury and its accounts 
with the depository banks. He did not 
enforce the penalties, the reports were 
not made and he knew nothing of the def- 
icit, according to his organs, till the rev- 
elation came from NOLAND’sS appeal to 
his bondsmen to cover his shortage. For 
every failure of Treasurer or Auditor to 
make those monthly reports the delin- 
quent was punishable by a fine of $1,000, 
and for making a false report he is to be 
deemed guilty of perjury and punished 
accordingly. 

The report shows tbat NOLAND, besides 
yarious misdemeanors for which he was 
liable to be indicted and fined anywhere 
from $1,000 under sec. 7,593,to $5,000 under 
sec 7,648, bas been guilty of felony in re- 
moving State moneys from the Treasury 
vaults contrary to law. Sec. 7,646 pre- 
scribes two years in the penitentiary*for 
this specific offense, and the section re- 
lating to embezzlement by officers extends 
the term to five years. 

Are these sections also to be treated as 
a dead-letter? The Governor is officially 
cognizant of this case of felony, and has 
based other official action on it, but we 
hear of no warrant for the arrest of 
NOLAND, no attempt to hold him to 
answer an indictment.

WHY QUAY IS SILENT. 

The Philadelphia American does not 
exaggerate when it says that if Quay had 
been prosecuted in time on the record 
which the WORLD has laid bare, he would 
have incurred the severest penalties of 
the law. But the American falls into 
obvious error when it says that he cannot 
even now ignore such charges. 

Mr. Quay ignores not only the charges 
but all the newspapers of his own State 
that call on him torefute or deny them. 
It is more than probable that he would 
not deny or disprove them if he could. 
When told by the American that he can 
not rest contented under such undenied 
accusations and remain in the Senate 
or at the head of the Republican organ- 
ization,’’ Mr. Quay doubtless has a 
serene confidence that he knows better. 
He has reason to be well satisfied that if 
his record had been fairer Pennsylyania 
would have had no use for bim in the 
Senate, and that the Harrisons, Wana- 
makers and Pharisees of the party would 
not have pushed him to the front and 
obeyed his behests as they did. 

The dominant idea of Pennsylvania 
politics is to use the Federal power in 
levying tribute upon the industries of the 
country atlarge for the benefit of Penn- 
sylvania capitalists, and Quay was sent 
to the Senate because he had outshone all 
his contemporaries in boldness, skill and 
unscrupulousness as a looter at home and 
as a manipulator of all the possible com- 
binations and available forces of corrup- 
tion.

Violent Political Necessities.

The fear of defeat before the people is ex- 
hibited atevery step of the majority party in 
Congress. The reckless dismissal of elected 
members to seat contestants regardiess of 
merit, the now avowed purpose to seat the 
Republican Senators from Montana, even in

ARE THEY DIRECTORS? 


If THE LAW Is INVALID, THE SCHOOL 
BOARD ELECTION WAS VOID. 


So Says Judge Rombauer in the Court of 
Appeals This Morning—Mesars. Macklin 9 
Rogers, Bollmann and Bartholat in a Pe- 
cullar Predicament—-The Argument To- 
Day Only on the Law Points and the Con- 
stitutionality of the Law. | 


All School Board Directors against whom 
quo warranto writs have been secured by Oir- 
cult Attorney Clover were in the Court of 
Appeals promptly on time this morning with 
their attorneys. Messrs. William Macklin 
and H. L. Rogers were represented by Attor- 
neys Frank M. Estes, Thomas P. Bashaw and 
W. H. Clark. Richard Bartholdt was repre- 
sented by Lubke & Muench and Oscar Bohman 
by Torrey & Pattison. These are the first four 
directors brought before the Court of Appeals. 
The other directors present were L. D. 
Dozier, John Sheahan and P. J. Keily, 
who have decided to fight their own case and 
appear before the court as ‘‘citizens’’ intend- 
ing to defend themselves, and not seek the 
ald of an attorney. When the cases were 
called Mr. Estes rose and explained to the 
court that the cases were to be 
to the court in two phases, 
one on ai question of law and 
the other on a question of fact. The court 
seid both questions could not be argued upon 
at one and the same time, and that the attor- 
neys would have to decide which question 

THEY WOULD ARGUE. 
This brought out the fach that 
Estes was golng to submit the 
of Macklin and Rogers first on the 
question of law, and “if the court 


ruled contrary to the respodents, Macklin 
and Rogers, then they would piead again with 
Mr. Bartholdt on a question offact. This be- 
ing settied, the Court asked the attorney to 
proceed. Given Campbell, with Circuit At- 
torney Clover in the case, having filed a de- 
murrer to the returns of the respondents, was 
entitled to the privilége of the initiative 
and he availed himself of it. He read the re- 
turn and his demurrer to same and then his 
brief, which he had printed — 

FILED ,WITH THE COURT, 
embellishing it as he read with elaborate re- 
marksand arguments. Hesaid:, 

The return in this case does not state ell 
the facts necessary to show that the respond 
ent is entitied to the office and a demurrer has 
been filed in the case tothe return as insuffi- 
clentinlaw. Thie demurrer should be sus- 
tained. The return in addition to these alle- 
gations of fact raises two questions of law: 

That the School Board isthe judge of the 
election, qualification and return of its mem- 
bers, and this court has no jurisdiction over 
the matter. The constitution gives to the 
court the right to issue the writ of quo war- 
ranto, and the Lexisiature hat no power to 
diminish the constitutional grant. The 
constitution gives to this court 4a 
superintending control over inferior courts. 

At common lawaquo warranto was 4 writ 
of right for the King, against him who claims 
or usurps any office, franchise or liberty, to 
inquire by what authority he supports his 
claim. (3 Blackstone’s Commentaries, p. 
262.] All intendments are that the Legislat- 
ure does not intend to interfere with the ex- 
ercise of this ancient power over officers. 

THE LAW 

has been settled in Missouri for twenty years. 
Ir ok rel. Turner vs. Fitzgerald, 44 Mo., 
That was acase of quo warranto from Bu- 
echanan Circuit Court against a councilman 
of the city of St. Joseph, Mo. The objection 
was made that the court had no jurisdiction, 
because the charter of the city provided that 
„the Board of Couuciimen shall judge of 
qualifications, elections and returns of the 
members thereof. 

The court overruled ＋ 4 to jurisdiction 
and said that the action of the board was not 
final or conclusive, andin reasoning out its 
conclusion, itissaid that the statute (Gen. 
Stat., 1865, Chap. 157) conferred on the court 
the jurisdiction to give judgment of ouster, 
when ‘‘any person shall usurp,intrude,’’ etc, 

This decision has been unquestioned, and 
the legislature, with this case before it, has 
repeatedly re-enacted the statute; thus adopt- 
ing this judicial construction of the act. 

IS THE LAW CONSTITUTIONAL? 

The next point urged by the respondents 
in theirreturn is that the law of March 30, 
1887, is unconstitutional. This is in effect a 
confession of judgment On the part of the re- 
spondent. He claims his office by virtue of 
his election held under that law and yet he 
comes into court and says: ‘lI affirm that the 
law under which I hold my place is a void 
law.’ They should not be allowed to make 
this plea.’’ 

Respondents cannot be permitted to attack 
the constitutionality of the law for they have 
accepted its authority and claim their offices. 
Hence there should bea judgment af ouster 
against respondents. 

ne first ground suggested by the return is 
that the subject of said actis not clearly ex- 
pressed in the title, and that it contains more 
than one subject. This objection should 
not be entertained by the courts, tr 
the Revised Statutes of 1889 went into 
force and effect on November 1, 1889, and re- 
spondent was elected on November 5, 1889, 
under the provisions of this law, Art. IV of 
chapter 143. Independently of this the ob- 
jection isnot good: The title to the act fully 
meets the requirement of he constitution. 
There is but one subject mentioned in the title 
and but one subject treated in the body of the 
act, and the subject of the act Is clearly stated 
in the title. 

The claim that the act undertakes to repeal, 
change, modify and affect, and amend the 
charter of the School Board, while the titie 
gives no notice of any such purpose, is with- 
out support in law. 

It was not necessar

school laws.

LAW I8 NOT A LOCAL Ar.

The incongruity in the fourth section of the 
act providing that the firste@élection thereun- 
der should beheld not later than the first 
Sooner in May, 1887, is of no importance, and 
when the act is read without the clause it is 
perfect, complete and harinonious. by 

The act is not unconstitutional asin conflict 
with article Hi. of the Constitution of Mis-

On last 
Monday seven ignored bills were sent down 
in order that the defendants, who were in 
jall, mignt be released. Wednesday four 
more ignored bilis were returned. . 

The present report shows a total of eighty- 
three cases examined, in whieh a true bill was 
found against sixty-seven defendants. Four- 
teen bills were ignored and two Cases contin- 
ued for valid reasons. 

An indictment charging William FP. Gleason 
with murder in the first degree was 
returned. Gleason, on November 18, 1889, 
stabbed John W halen lu a saloon at 1808 North 
Broadway. The two men had had a previous 
quarrel about a year before. Whalen was 
seated in a chair behind the stove when 
Gleason entered, pulled a dirk from 
his sleeve and plunged it into 
the unsuspecting man’s breast. Gleason 


escaped at the time, but was caught the same 
evening while — 12 to cross the bridge. 
Whalen died two days later. There isa re- 
markably strong case against Gleason. His 
only excuse bem given was that he was drunk 
at the time of the cutting. 

MURDER IN THE SECOND DEGREE. 

James Boyle was indicted for murder in the 
second degree in the killing of Edward A. 
Rundle. Boyle was a boarderat Rundle’s 
home, 3988 Papin street. Rundle suspected 
him of intimacy with his wife 
and ordered him away. Boyle refused 
to go and a fightensued. Boyle seized a big 
butcher knife from atable and drew it across 
Rundle’s abdonien. This was October 25, 1889, 
Rundle lived until early in December.

AN OFFER OF $80,000 REFUSED FOR 
SEVENTH AND CHESTNUT STREETS. 


Prices at Which Some of the Central Gerners 
Have geld Within the Past Three 
Years—Capitalists Want Them fer Pay- 
ing Investments—City and Suburban 
Sales To- Day. 


Every tew. days there is some new and suri 
prising evidence. of the enhanced value of 
central business property, and when the ab- 
solute proofcomes in the actual transfer of 
the realty at the new prices mon who have 
looked upon the sites for years and refused to 
buysimplytake a long breath, declare it is 
wonderful and then reluctantly admit, for 
the first time in their long experience 
thatthe ground isrealiy worth all that was 
paid tor it. There have been many frequent 
Tepetitions of this recently. One of the 
latest was a few days ago when the 60x127% 
feet at the northeast corner of Broadway and 


Walnut was sold for $100,000. Before that 


event wenton record there were numerous 
real estate agents in this city who were saying 
that ground was not worth a dollar over $1,000 
a foot, yetit has been sold for the Nicholson 
estate toa wealthy syndicate, which will im- 
prove the locality with a costly fire-proof 
structure. 

Business corners are becoming very scarce 
upon the market, and no one knows that bet- 
ter than local capitalists of large means who 
are anxiously looking for asafe, permanent, 
and profitable investment for their money. 
The rapidly inoreasing wealth of the city 
enables purchasers to pay very much better 
figures than they ever contemplated before. 

A cash offer of $80,000 by August Gebner to- 
day, tor the premises 46xI30 feet, at 
the southwest corner of Sith and Uhest- 
mut is another evidence of the appreciation 


of the business corners. This property with 
the old one-story building on it belongs to 
the Nicholson estate also, but Mr. Tracy, the 
executor refuses to sell for less than $90,000. 
In April, 1888, the southeast corner ot Fourth 
and road way, 42x50 feet, with the splendid 
building was sold to the International Bank 
for $40,000, and that was considered a big price 
atthe time.

And the southwest corner of Sixth 
nnd Pine is under a ninety-nine-year lease 
to parties who are now going to improve that 
site with a magnificent fire-proof structure, 
which will be occupied by onw of the leading 
local newspapers. 

Many other instances could be sited show 
ing how rapidly these central corners have 
been taken out of the market in the past few 
years to illustrate the fact that the scarcer 
they become the more valuable does the prop- 
erty grow.

THE MONON ROUTE, 


A Directer Explains the Change of Manage- 
ment—Litigation Over a Road. 


Cm, II., March 14.—Mr. H. H. Camp- 
bell of Boston, a member ot the new Execu- 
tive Committee of the Louisville, New Albany 
& Chicago Rallroad Co., accorded an inter- 
view to a reporter of the Associated Press this 
morning in regard tothe late revolution in 
the management of that property. He said 
that change was brought about by a mutual 
coming together of the heavy holders of stock 
of the road, who were dissatisfied with the 
course ofthe existing management. This 
course had precipitated antagonisms with the 
Pennsylvania road and the Louisville & 
Nashville. The latter, especially, should 
serve as a valuable Southern connection, but, 
under the antagonisms aroused, the Monon 
was not receiving a pound of Southern freight 
from the Louisville & Nashville, and while the 
Monon was doing a large business it was not 
yielding as large a revenue as it should have 
done. The men who were present at the 
meeting at which the change was made repre- 
sented, aside from proxies, the absolute con- 
trol of the road, whereas the former manage- 
ment held but a very small interest in it. 
Mr. Campbell deciared that the property 
would be run by the present management in 
harmony with both the Peunsylyania and 
Louisville & Nashville lines with a view to 
making it as profitable as possible. He de- 
clared that neither the Pennsylvania nor the 
Louisville & Nashville had secured control of 
it, the control, he said, remaining in the 
stockholders. 

„„Was the chahge in management made with 
a view to the ultimate absorption of your road 


by either the Louisville & Nashville or Penn- 
syivania lines? was asked. 

Not yet, replied Mr. Campbell. That 
question has not been considered.’’ 

Did either of these lines furnish any of the 
money with which the control of the Monon 
was secured by the new management?’’ 

„No, Ithink I can truly say they did not. 
of course, they knew the movement was in 
progress and were very giad to have the 
Monon brought into harmony with them, for 
contests and antagonisms are costly.’ 

The new Executive Committee consists of 
Dr. Wm. N. Bréylfogie of Louisville, Ky., * 
resenting a heavy interest in the road; J. 
Postiethwaite of London, represen ing 5, 000 
shares of the stock; H. H. Campbell of the 
banking firm of Brown, Riley & Co., of Bos- 
ton, representing 10, 000 shares; G. L. Hutch- 
ings of the Third National Bank of New York; 
I. S. Winstanley of New Albany, Ind., and 
Samuel Castleman of Louisville. Mr. Camp- 
bell declared that the controi of the road was 
not secured through the dispersion of the 
Astor stock held in New York. The interest 
amounted, he said, to only 2,000 shares and 
was still held by the Astor family. 


A Road in Litigation. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 14.—Arguments are 
now being heard in the United States Court in 
the suit ofthe Pennsylvania Railroad to force 
the sale of the Allegheny Valley road on a 


long-standing mortgage held by the Pennsy!l- 
vania Railroad. The suit is the outcome of an 
oid quarrel between the Pennsylvania and 
other stock and bondholders. The road has 
been in the bands of a receiver for years past. 
Although not the actual holders of the mort- 
gage, the Pennsylvania guaranteed payment 
ofthesame. The mortgage was issued for 
$10,000,000 in order to build the low-grade di- 
vision.

LOW BRIDGE, 


The Gevernment After the Cotten Belt fer 
Obstracting the St. Francis River. 


This morning in the United States Circuit 
Court United States District Attorney Rey- 
nolas asked and obtained leave to file 
an intervening petition in the Central 
Trust Co. against the St. Louls, 
Arkansas 4 Toxas Rallway (receivership) 
on the part of the United States. 


In this petition it is claimed that the railroad 
bullt and maintains a bridge over the St. 
Francis River, a navigable stream, a bridge 
which 16 #o low as to be an obstruction to 
navigation. The bridge extends from a 
point in Dunklin County, Mo., to 
St. Francis, Ark. On February 16, 
1889, Secretary of War Endicott 
notified the raliroad coinpany that the bridge 
was an obstruction to navigation and that it 
must either be removed or altered so as to 
allow the free and unobstructed navigation of 
theriver. Hegave the railroad company to 
September 1, 1889, to complete the 
alteration or removal. On May 14 the 
road went into the hands of. Kecelvers 
S. W. Fordyce and A. H. Swanson, where it 
now is, and no attempt has been made to 
comply with Secretary Endicott’s order. The 
petition asks for an order on the receivers to 
alter or remove the bridge, and for $500 per 
month for failure to comply with the order. 

Judge Thayér intimated that the two mat- 
ters could not be joined. The petition for an 
order on the receivers was a matter distinct 
from the imposition of the fine. But he al- 
lowed it to be flied.

STILL AFTER FURLONG. 


PRESIDENT FLAD WILL HAVE BIDS FOR 
REPAIR WORK IN THE FUTURE. 


A Bulletin Placed in the Board Room for 
the Purpose of Inviting Bids for Such 
Work From the Contractors — Ihe 
Sprinkling Inspection Force—Opposed to 
Granite Reconstruction. 


President Flad of the Board of Public Im- 
provements appears determined to sit down 
bard on Building Commissioner Furlong in 
the matter of repair work in the publ‘te build- 
ings. As was stated in the Post- DISPATCH, 
President Flad issued an order last week 
addressed to the heads of departments 
stating that in the future when they needed 
any repairs in their offices to notify him. This 
caused some surprise and comment, as they 
had been in the habit of notifying the Build- 
ing Commissioner, who, they supposed, had 
control of all the small repairs needed 
about the public buildings. The 
order was interpreted in various ways, but 
the general opinion was that the President of 
the Board of Public Imprevements wanted to 
put a check on the Building Commissioner, 
who is not 1 member of the 
Board of. Improvements. Col. Fiad’s 
explanation was that the work was 
too costly, and that he wanted the Commis- 
sionef to take bids for it instead of letting him 
give the work to whomsoever be pleased. 

To-day President Flad made a move which 
shows his determination to call for 
bids for these small contracts. He 
had a bulletin board placed in the 


poard-room, on which he proposes to post all 
calls for work in the public buildings. The 
board bears the legend, ‘*Public Repair Work. 
Bids Solieited, in varlegated colors. This 
1 simply means that when any public 

alr work is to be done bids are tobe 
— icited, and the Building Commissioner will 
not be permitted to give the work to whoever 
he pleases. 

Mr. Furiong aces not appear to be despond- 
ent to any great extent over the tone of af- 
faire. While he has nothing to say it is un- 
derstood he proposesto let President Flad run 
ithisown way for awhile and see how he will 
like the experiment. The Commissioner holds 
that the calling for bids forevery amall piece 
of work willentail an endless lot of labor and 
atooyance without accomplishing any im- 
provement over the old pian. 


Public Sprinkling Te-Morrew. 


The Sprinkling Inspectors were at the Oity 
Hall this afternoon receiving their in- 
struotlons from Street Commissioner 
Burnet and Supt. Brown. The 
sprinkling begins to-morrow morning 
under the ordinance, and is to continu’ until 
late in October.

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STIRRED UP STRIFE. 


THE SELECTION OF sr. JOSEPH FOR THE 
DEMOCRATIC STATE CONVENTION. 


The Southeasterners Made an Effort to Have 
the Committee Reconsider its Decision 
on the Grounds That the Selectien of St. 
Joseph Was Furthering a Scheme of 
Rallroad Attorneys toe Injure Judge 
Thomas’ Chances. 


The meeting of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee in this city Wednesday has stirred up 
strife inthe party. The cause of the trouble 
is the selection of St. Joseph asthe place for 
the holding of the State Convention to nomi- 
nate the candidates for Supreme Judge, Rall- 
road Commissioner and State Superintendent 
of Public Schools. The Southeast is hot and 
the Democratic politicians from that part of 
the State openly declare that the choosing of 
St. Joseph is a scheme instigated by raiiroad 
attorneys to bring aboutthe defeat of the 
Southeast’s candidate for the Supreme Court, 
Judge Thomas. 

It was learned to-day from a well-known 
politician, who halls from the Southeast, that 
the advocates of Judge Thomas were s0 cha- 
grined atthe committee’s action that they 
did their best to have a reconsideration in the 
afternoon, andthatthey have not yet aban- 
doned all hope of getting the committee to 
change its decision. The glory of securing 
the prize for St. Joseph was given to Waller 
Young, but it seems that he was given more 
credit than he was really entitled to. There 
is no charge made that Waller himself was 
actuated by any reason other than 
home pridein his work for St. Joseph, and 
that he talked up his town in the very hap- 
plest style, was admittéd by all who heard 
him. Ed Silver, the Jefferson Cily member of 
the committee, who was a strong advocate of 
the Capital City as the place to hold the con- 
vention, said afterthe committee’s decision 
that he thought that Waller Young’s ready wit 
had carried the day for St. Joseph. He was 
very probably mistaken, however. There are 
grave reasons for believing that it was not 
Waller Young’s wit or persuasive powers 
which secured the convention for 


that city. but the influence of railroad attor- 
neys. Before the convention John Carroll, 
the committeeman from the First District, 
and the attorney forthe C., B. &. and Sam 
Priest, the attorney for the Wabash, had ar- 
gued in favor of St. Joseph, and thelr argu- 

ments were more weighty, it is thought by 
the Southeasterners, than any which Waller 
Young could, or did advance. 

THK SOUTHEAST HOT. 

In speaking about the action of the State 
Committee, the politician from the Southeast 
referred to said: 

The whole thing was a put- up job by the 
railroad attorneys. I do not mean to say that 
the members of the comralttee who voted for 
St. Joseph did so through the direct influence 
of these attorneys. On the contrary, I believe 
that several of them cast their votes for St. 
Joseph without secing through the scheme. 
The railroad attorneys would have been 
equally satisfied with Kansas City, but they 
saw that Kansas City had no show, and that 
St. Joseph had a good chance. The|[reason 
which they gave for advocating St. Joseph 
was that they thought the convention ought 
tobeheld in a city which had more than 
one road running into it. They ar- 
gued also that St. Joseph had no 
candidates for any of the offices for which 
nominations were to be made while Jefferson 
City had in Henry Clay Ewiug a candidate for 
Supreme Judge. Besides St. Joseph had not 
had a Democratic convention in years. The 
Southeasterners were not so shallow-brained, 
however, as net to perceive what underlay 
all these arguments. St. Joseph is along way 
off from the southern part of the State. The 
fareto that city from the Southeast and 
Southwest amountsto something.

of such importance as would induce the coun- 
try delegates from the Southern part of the 
State to go in force ifthey had to put up for 
all the expense. Now there is where the rall- 
road attorneys’ scheme comes in. By giving 


all the delegates from the Southern part of the 


State passes they can weaken Thomas, as the 
delegates accepting such favors will of course 
feel themselves under obligations. The 
Southeasteners put this down as the object of 
holding the convention in St. Joseph, 
at once, and 1 tell you they were 
hot. They tried to have the Committee 
action reconsidered, but failed. When the 
railroad attorneys learned how the people 
from the Southeast felt about the selection of 
St. Joseph they tried to cover up their real 
purpose by giving out that the taking of the 
convention to that place wasin the interests 
of Burgess. They can’t throw dust into the 
Southeasterners’ eyes in that way, however. 
The truth of the matter is that the railroads 
haye gotacandidate. But his name is not 
burgess. Neither is it McFarland, 
the attorney for the C. & A., who 
is out for the nomination. McFarland 
isa well-known rallroad attorney, and his 
advocates know very well that the farmers 
would vote against him on that account. In 
my opinion and in the opinion of Judge 
Thomas’ supporters, McFariand is simply out 
to weaken Burgess, and not because he has 
any bopes of securing the nomination. He 
and Burgess are the only candidates north of 
the river, andit is believed by McFariand’s 

friends that he can weaken Burgess to 
the extent of carrying Mexico and 
probably several of the counties in Burgess“ 
district. It Js significant that aquiet move- 
ment for Judge Gantt of Clinton, in Henry 
County, has been started in St. Louis since 
the meeting of the committee. 

THERE WILL BE A FIGHT. 

This kind of talk, it was learned afterwards 
by a Post- DISPATCH reporter from other 
sources was generally indulged in by the poll- 
ticians from the Southeast after the action of 
the committee. The people of that section 
are certainly aroused on the subject, and as 
Judge Thomas Himself was in the city during 
the meeting of the oommittee there will prob- 
ably be much greater Indignation when he 
and his friends have informed those who were 
not here of the supposed scheme to injure his 
chances.

Dr. W. A. Crowe's Interesting Ad- 
dress atthe Annual Banguet. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1 TCH. 

New YORK, March 14.—The first dinner of 
the Thirteen Club for 1890 was held last night 
in the Hotel Marlborough. The defiers of su- 
perstition satat four tables, thirteen at a ta- 
bie, and the feast began at 8:13 of the clock. 
J. RK. ADarbanell, the archivist of the club, 
performed the duties of toastmaster in the ab- 
sence of Joel 8. Hood. The first speaker on 


the list was the Rev. Dr. W. A. Urowe of New- 
ark, who bad for a subject ‘‘Thirteendom in 
the Pulpit.’’ Dr. Crowe said in part: 

I believe itis not the doctrine of predes- 
tination which makes Presbyterianism so 
much worsejthan rheumatism. [Laughter. 
There are a good many scientific 
men who hold practically in this world the 
doctrine of predestination or fatalism or hold 
to the idea that there is a power in nature 
outside of us which wields us absolutely, and 
yet they don’t persecute anybody. They are 
free in their minds. It is not the holding of 
the doctrine of the Trinity which ever up- 
rooted any man’s mind in the orthodox 
church. It is the idea that that doctrine is 
commanded ina book which was let down 
from heaven in a basket, and it is the man 
who believes that the command was in a book 
which was let down from heaven in a basket 
and who curses whosoever does not believe 
in the rope and the basket; it is 
that man who uses the rope to 
tie the world back to dead 18 
sues and to strangle investigation (cheers). 
So that I feel like allowing men to be perfectly 
free, perfectly candid;to belleve whatsoever 
they can arrive at in an untrammelea and 
rational way, and bold in a student mood 
teachably, Then I consider it nobody’s busi- 
ness what we belicve [cheers]. I don’t want 
any religion that must be held up with props 
and siaves. It the Bible is not quite able to 
stand alone, taking its chances with other 
books and winning its way out of its own 
merits then let it fall. My feeling is that there 
is a truth in religion—many truths in it, but 
they are the truths instrinsic to the soul, as all 
moral trutbs are, and they have 
their own sufficiency, their own 
evidence and their own authority, 
and I think the churches of the world never 
will grow qulte fraternal; I think the clergy 
never will become quite * congenial: I think 
the church never will be able to do quite its 
best work in the world until allof us are ready 
to stand together and say, ‘noneof us have 
any more authority than the intrinsic truth 
and the practical worth of our doctrines can 
substantiate.’ Ithink I havearight to say 
exactly what I mean about the kingdom of 
superstition in the pulpit. I have got one 
wing of it. There is another which naturally 
grows out of the first, and that is the idea 
which the cburch so long had, that the only 
thing in this world worth look ing after was 
religion. The middle ages, you know, had 
that ideaall the way through, that nothing 
else was of real benefit or worth to 
the human soul except religion. Why, it 
isnot all gone yet. In conversation with 
areally intelligent and progressive man on 
other lines, only es few years * in speaking 
ot Mr. Tyndall, I was praising „ as it was 
natural for metodo, for the — work of 
invention and discovery that he had made in 
the world. The good gentieman looked at me 
in a sort of blank surprise at hearing a 
preacher praise Tyndall. Finally, he said: 
‘Well, granting all that, do you suppose that 
helped him to save a soul?’ W ell, from that 
day to this I have never used that phrase ex- 
cept with a feeling ofcontempt. If such work 
as Tyndall’s is not soul-savingin the highest 
and best sense, then let our souls go un- 
saved.’’ [Applause. }

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The Successful Operations ef a Gang of Ex- 
pert Diamond Thieves. 


CHICAGO, III., March 14.—Six weeks ago the 
police at Central Police Station became aware 
that swarm of expert diamond thieves were 
in the city. Little else was known at that 
time except that there was at least two men 
and one woman in the gang. Since then ſittle 
or nothing has been learned concerning the 
movements of the thieves further than that 


two robberies have been planned and exe- 
cuted successfully and one very lever 
attempt made and foiled. The miscreants 
first began operations by sending a 
messenger boy with an order over 
the forged signatures ofsome wealthy and 
prominent business mem toa dealerin dia- 
monds. None of the diamond dealers were 
victimized, however, in this way as they were 
suspicious, and made inquiries by telephone 
or otherwise before sending out the goods. 
Finding the forgery plan would not work, the 
thieves adopted another and more successful 
one, by which the wholesale jewelers of the 
agown-town districts have lost about 44, 000 
worth of fine stones. Afew days ago a mem- 
ber of the firm of Giles Bros.,State and Wash- 
ington streets, was engaged in showing dia- 
monds to a customer. The customer was 
known to the salesmen and entered the rooms 
as the salesman thought, in company with a 
friend. This second person followed the 
purchaser at a short distance and the sales- 
man had no suspicion thatall was not right. 
The stranger remained in the store until the 
customer had departed. The next day the 
diamonds belonging to the firm were weighed 
as usual and it was discovered that something 
like $1,200 worth were gone. The police have 
a description of the stranger who was in the 
store at the time mentioned, but have been 
unable to locate him. Tuesday last a fashion- 
ably dressed man entered the store of S. Hy- 
man 4 Son. He presented a letter of recom- 
mendation trom one of the dest cus- 
tomers of the house and asked 
to see some diamonds. The letter, 
as it was found afterward, was a forgery. 
The man finally left without purcbasing and 
it was shortly discovered that the highiv 
recommended stranger had departed with 
u pair of diamond  éar-rings 
a diamond brooch. The value of the 
property is $1,800, and a good descrip- 
tion of the man was ‘obtained, but he has thus 
far evaded arrest. Yesterday a finely dressed 
woman entered a store on Madison street and 
inspectea considerable jewelry, but found 
nothing to suit. When she had gone it was 
found she had managed to retain two rings 
containing valuable settings and in their 
place were two other rings with paste set- 
tings.

THE EAST END RAILWAY. 


ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING ITS CONSTRUC- 
TEON TO BE INTRODUCED TO-NIGHT. 


What the Company Will Ask of the Munioc- 
ipal Assembly and the Obligations They 
Will Assume—Five Branches Reaching 
From the Merchants’ Bridge to Chou- 
teau Avenue Provided For—Features of 
the Bill. 


At the meeting of the Municipal Assembly 
to-night, the East End Improvement Associa- 
tion are to have Introduced an ordinance per- 
misting the construction of a terminal road 
that will give merchants along the Levee, 
Main and Second streets facilities for loading 
and unloading cars at their places of business. 
The ordinance provides that Marcus Bern- 
heimer, G. W. Chadbourne, Charles P. Chou- 
teau, Lewis E. Collins, Daniel Catlin, James 
M. Carpenter, Nathan Cole, Hamilton Daugh- 
aday, J. T. Drummond, Richard Ennis, R. C. 
Greer, Carlos 8. Greeley, E. A. Hitehcock, 
Herman A. Haeussier, Charles Hoyle, F. H. 
Ludington, P. O. Murphy, Christian Pever, 
Henry Sayers, Web M. Samuel, John M. 
Sellers, John H. Terry, Charles H. Tur- 
ner, William C. Wilson, John Wahl, and their 
associates, when incorporated as a railroad 
company under the laws of Missouri, under 
the corporate name of the East End Depot & 
Terminal Co., with an authorized capital 
stock of not less than $500,000, its successors 
and assigus shall be empowered to lay, main- 
ta in and operate with steam power one or 
more railroad tracks of standard gauge to- 
gether with all necessary turnouts and 
switches across, along and upon the following 
streets, alleys, bighways, public places, city 
blocks and parts of city blocks: 

First. A double track on Hall street from a 
point between North Market and Warren 
street across north wharf common to First 
end North Market streets, on Firat street to 
Monroe and across city blocks 296 and 295 to 
Second and Madison streets, south on Second 
to Howard street, across city blocks 247 and 
246 to Florida and Collins streets, south on Col- 
lins to Franklin avenue, across city biocks 68 
and 67 to Christy avenue and then on elevated 
tracks across city biock 66, Second stree: and 
city block 2] to a connection with the tracks 
of the Lilinois and St. Louis Bridge. No col- 
ums or supports are to be placed between 
the curb lines of Second street Where the road 
crosses it, and the road is to be fully as high 
as the bridge approach is over the street. 

Second. A single track from a pointon Bec- 
ond, near Howard street, connecting witb the 
double track; south on Second to Mullan pby 
and across city block 242 to Florida street, 
south on Second to Cass avenue, across city 
block 688, across Dickson street to the alley be- 
tween First and Second streets and south 
along this alley to Valentine street, across city 
block 39 to Poplar and First streets and across 
city block land Commercial street to a point 
on the Levee near Plum street and connecting 
with the tracks of the St. Louis, Iron oun- 
tain & Southern Raliroad, the St. Louls Trans- 
fer Co. and the Missouri Pacific Railway. 

Third—A single track starting from a point 
on the Levee between Biddle and Oarr streets, 
south along the Levee to Carr, across city 
biock 18 to Wash. and Commercial streets, 
south along Commercial street and Com- 
mercial alley to Vine street, across city block 
I to the alley therein, and along Commercial 
street to Clark avenue, and south along the 
alley in city block 4to a point where it isto 
connect with a fourth track to be authorized, 
and then south along the alley to Spruce 
street and across city block 3 to the Levee, 
and south toa point between Valentine and 
Popiar streets, where itisto connect with a 
fifth track to be authorized. 

Fourth. A singie track connecting with the 
above track in thealley of city block 4, between 
Clark avenue and Spruce street, across city 
blocks (and 3 to Spruce to First street and 
then south to a point between Chouteau 
avenue and LaSalle stdeet. 

Fifth. A track startingon the Levee between 
Carr and Biddle streets and running south on 
the east side of all present tracks to a point 
between Valentine and Poplar streets, where 
it will connect with track three. 

The ordinance further grants to the com- 
pany the rightto construct turnouts, sidings 
and switches wherever deemed necessary for 
the purpose of estadlishing depots for re- 
ceiving, shipping or storing freight or to con- 
nect with the tracks of other railroads, pro- 
viding they shall not cross any public street 
or alley except by special authority of the 
Municipal Assembly. The company is to lin- 
terfere as little as possible with the use of the 
streets and alleys ite tracks cross and is to 
coustruct its tracks at such grades 
as the Board of Public Improvements 
may recommend. It is also to construct ail 
necessary water-ways, road crossings, cul- 
verts, sewers and bridges. The company, 

ing paid for the work, is to build aawitch or 
track to connect with any other adjacent rail- 
road or the establishment of any corporation, 
firm or individual. It is required to keep the 
street paved between its tracks and to have 
the tracks laid level with the street on which 
itruns. Safety gates are to be placed at all 
street crossings the Board of Public Im- 
provements may desi«cnate and watch- 
men are to be kept at such  cross- 
ings. No locomotives or trains are to be 
run on the second, third or fourth tracks 
named in the ordinance between the hours of 
Ja. m. and 7p. m., and atno hour on uny of 
the tracks are cars to be run at a rate of speed 
of over six miles an hour. The company is 
not to block any street crossing for more than 
five minutes atatime. For any violation of 
this agreement the company is to be consid- 
ered guilty ofa misdemeanor, and on con- 
viction to be fined not less than $25 nor more 
than $100 for each offense. No 
charge of more than $l a car is 
to be made for switching or moving 
trains by the company, and it is to commence 
work within twelve months from the date of 
approval of ordinance, and have the road 
completed within five years. Within sixty 
days after securing the ordinance the com- 
pany is to file a bond of $60,000 to protect the 
city from any damage that may arise over the 
construction or maintenance of the tracks.

THOMAS JEFFERSON. 


DEMOCRATS REQUESTED TO CELEBRATE 
THE ANNIVERSARY OF HIS BIRTH. 


ai 


The Circular Issued by ChauncefeF. Black, 
President of the League of Dimeocratic 
Clubs—A Glowing Tribute to the Founder 
of the Party and the Author of the 
Declaration of Independence. : 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcn. 

YorxK, Pa., March 14.—Chauncey F. Black, 
President of the Democratic Society of Penn- 
syivania, has issued the following circular 
calling upon all Democratic clubs throughout 
the country to celebrate the birthday of 
Thomas Jefferson, which occurs on the 13th 
of April. One year ago on March 8, 1889, the 
following circular was issued, requesting the 
general observance of Mr, Jefferson’s pirth- 
day by the Democratic societies of Pennsyl- 
vania: 

The birth of Thomas Jefferson was an event 
of transcendental importance, not only to 
Americans but to mankind. His influence in 
the severance of the colonies from the crown 
of England, and In the formation of the insti- 
tutions under which we now live, was more 
decisive as well ag wore judicious 
than that of any other in 
the whole line. of American patriots and 
statesmen. The author ot the Declaration of 
Independence and the founder of the Demo- 
cratic party, it is to his jealous vigilanee that 
we owe the first ten amendments to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, comprising the 
bill of rights and the rule of construction, 
which constitute the safeguard of States and 
people against the encroachments of central. 
ized power. But for the authority of his ven- 
erated name andthe pure republican pria- 
ciples enunciated by him and illustrated in 
his administration of the Government and in 
the administrations of his succeeding dis- 
ciples, the constitution of 1787 would long 
since have been construed and administered 
away. 

FREEDOM OF THE PEOPLE. 

Essential to the preservation of the freedom 
of the people, the doctrine of strict construc- 
tion applied not merely to the Federal Con- 
stitution but to all constitutions, is equally 
essential to the purity of the Government, 
Corrupt A follow loose con- 
struction. Thus economy, frugality and taxes 
solely for the support of government are 
natural and necessary consequences of Demo- 
cratic legislation and Democratic administra- 
tration; while extravagance, corruption and 
taxes for the aggrandizement of classes 
and the enrichment of individual favyor- 
ites follow with fatal certainty 
the ascendency of Federalism. The Demo- 
cratic party exists to defend these Jeffersonian 


principles, without which free government 
must perish. The Democratic Society of 
Pennsylvania is expressly founded upon Mr. 
Jefferson's teachinus, It appears, therefore, 
most appropriate that every Democratic so- 
ciety in the State should celebrate his ap- 
proaching birthday, April 2, O. S., or April 
13, N. S., in some manner sultable to the 
great occasion. Atatime when the Adminis- 
tration of the Executive power of the Federal 
Government and the contro! of the two houses 
ot Congress have but recently passed, or are 
passing, unchecked into the hands of a 
party avowedly Federalist, In corrupt alliance 
with a mighty aggregation of powerful mo- 
nopolies, practically acknowledging none of 
the restraints or limitations imposed by the 
constitution, itis especially important that 
the teachings of the great apostie of American 
Democracy should be again 
MOST SOLEMNLY INVOK&D. 

It is, therefore, respectfully suggested that 
the societies shalleach, in the manner above 
indicated, do its part toward recailing the 
people of the United States to those princi- 
ples under which alone we can hope for the 
ultimate safety of our institutions, The above 
suggestion isrenewed. In the intervening 
yeur the Federalist party has gone forward, 
in obedience to its corrupt impulses and the 
false doctrines which animate it, 
to convert the general govern- 
ment into a vast tender to private 
monopoly, to prepare a tariff bill which,when 
passed, will increase the tax burdens and re- 
strict the industrial freedom of the many while 
strengthening the monopolies of the few; to 
mature legislation logking to Federal inter- 
vention in State elections; to the ultimate 
seizure of the common schools and numerous 
like schemes of centralization; to the expen- 
diture of the surplus leit by a .feffersonian 
administration in partisan extravagance and 
jobbery—and to these ends the House of Rep- 
resentatlves itself has been forcibly revolu- 
tionized, its ancient rules and traditions dis- 
regarded, while protesting members are 
silenced or unseated by wholesale. 

The predictions of the circular of 1889 have 
been more than verified. The progress of the 
party in power in centralization, extravagance 
and corruption and towards the enslavement 
of the many to the few by the ruthless system 
of monopoly taxes has been greater oven even 
than had been anticipated. Never in the his- 
tory of the republic was there a period when 
a general recurrence to constitutional and, 
therefore, to Democratic principles, was more 
necessary than at present. When, in the time 
of our ancestors, Federalism, during its brief 
ascevudency, soughtto strangle free Govern- 
ment by measures similar to those now under 
way, the several encroachments were sternly 
met bythe people embodied in the Democratic 
societies and the birthday of Mr. Jefferson 
himself affords a fit opportunity for like ac- 
tion by their descendants. :

He 
wore an unusually 
heavy great-coat and 
carried a large astra~- 
khan cap which he had 
discarded for a stylish 
English derby. 

Not morethan three 
persons in the crowd 
knew that the athietic- 
looking man was Louis 
Rubenstein, the champion fancy skater of the 
world, whorecently gained additional fame 
in the great international skating competi- 
tions at St. Petersburg. The skater did not 
@xpect an ovation in New York, but when he 
reaches his home in Montreal he will be wined 
and dined and lionized for having proved 
to the Russians, Hollanders, Germans 
and Finlanders that Canada was not to be 
sneezed at for producing fancy skaters. Mr. 
Rubenstein won the final prize in the figure or 
diagram competition against eight competi- 
tors and in the presence of thousands of the 
aristocrat residents of Russia’s metropolis. 
In the special figures competition he won with 
apparently many points to spare, but was 
given second prize, A. F. Labedof!, who has 
for years been iooked upon in that country as 
the champion fancy skater, being awarded 
first prize. The Canadian was the only skater 
from this continent to compete at the tourna- 
ment, and is in factthe only North American 
representative who was entered in the great 
Russian competition. 

„am not over proud of the manner in 
which the Russians treated me, said the 
exponent of the art skatorial to a reporter, 
and Ishould not advise Americans or my 
Own countrymen to compete in Russian tour- 
naments. I traveled nearly 6,000 miles to 
enter the competitions, and upon my arrival 
in St. Petersburg I was notified by the Prefect 
of Police that twenty-four hours would be 
given me to leave the country. A nice wel- 
come for afellow to receive who had traversed 
one-quarter of the globe, wasn't it? Through 
the efforts of Set Robert Morier, the English 
Ambassador, I was permitted to remain until 
February 10, and I was mighty glad to get 
away, Icantell you. I was ordered out ofthe 


country because of the prejudice which exists 
there against my race. Atter Iwon the first 
competition I was treated with greater re- 
spect and hada pretty good time ot it. The 
Skating competitions there are nothing to 
whatthey are hereand in Canada. They did 
not begin to touch us In fancy skating, but 
they are speedy, and Norsing, the Norwegian, 
beat the world’s record for ten miles. His 
time was Zam. 38s., and that’s fast going. 
There is no excitewent about the speed races 
there, for the competitors run on different 
tracks and practically run against time. In 
the special figures competition I took the 
second prize. The other skaters had different 
Styles, und they did not begin at the easy 
figures as they do bere, but jumped 
rightinto dificult ones. The Norwegians are 
the most craceful skaters and the ladies from 
Norway are, by long odds, the best skaters of 
the femininity leaw. The Russians are awk- 
ward and would not create much of a sensa- 
tion, except for speed, in America or Canada. 
This vear’s tournament was the greatest eyer 
eld in Russia andthe interest taken in the 
competitions surprised me, but the medals 
Are nothing to boast of and lam not particu- 
larly proud of them. I'll show them to vou,“ 
and the Canadian took from a ponderous 
leather pocketbook two gold medais about 
the size of ordinary coat-buttons. They were 
excoesdinuly plain andthe inecriptions upon 
them were not executed with great accuracy.

JOHN J. ZUILLE. 


The Interesting Career of a Colored Ce- 
Laborer of Garrison and Phillips. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

>» New Tonk. March 14.—In the days before 
the war when the people were agitated with 
the anti-slavery @iscussion, a conspicuous 
figure among the negroes of New York City 
was John J. Zuille. He woMed with Garrison, 
Phillips and the rest of the Abolitionists, was 
busy in the underground railroad, and helped 
run the Colored American, a fighting paper in 


those times. Mr. Zuille is still alive, and isa 
retty well preserved man, notwithstanding 
is 74 years. Last night he appeared in pub- 
Iio tor the first time in a long while. His 
friends gave hima 1 — at the Bethe A. 
M. E. Church on Sullivan street and Mr. 
Zuille made a speech. The reception was 


preceded by an entertainment, musical 
and — 5 furnished by some clever 
volunteers. When Mr. Zaille was presented 


the audience applauded rapturously. There 
probably was no one present as old as the 
gray-headed man standing before them, but 
they were old enoughto have memories of 
abolition times and they were glad to give a 
welcome to the man who had worked hard for 
his race when they were too young to belp. 
Mr. Zaille made a modest speech. He thanked 
his friends and contented himself with telling 
one story: ‘‘Sixty years ago, he said, 
„there was always a great deal of interest 
taken by young men in the idea of independ- 
ence. National freedom was not 
considered such a common thing then as it 
is to-day. School boys used to form societies 
to debate ita problems and discuss its 
advantages. He and some other boys in 1830 
had but just left school and the mood was on 
them to startasociety. They met ahd read 
the Declaration of In ependence as a prelim- 
inary. Somebow it did not seem to them true 
that all men were recognized as free and 
equal and they decided that it should be a 
principle of their society not to ceiebrate the 
Fourth of July until the 3,000,000 slaves were 
freed 

‘We used to mect on Independence Day, 


said Mr. Zuille, ‘*put we did not 
join with other boys in setting off 
powder, crackers and firing cannon in 


honor of the Declaration of Independence. 
Our society was called the Hamiiton Lyceum 
and our meeting place was in Duane street. 
Year after year we assembied there, and 
though we grew to be men, we never honored 
Indepentence Day until the slaves were 
emnacipated. This is a bit of local history 
that I have never seen in print, but though 
the beginning of it was sixty years ago, I 
think it interestiug enough to tell it % you 
to- night. 

Mr. Zullle was born in Bermuda. He came 
to this city when 7 years old. After he left 
school he worked at various things for awhile 
and then became a printer with a firm on the 
old French’s Hotel site. When the Colored 
American was started he became one of its 
editors. Then he taught school in old Law- 
rence street. Inthe anti-slavery debates he 
was a foremost man. Frequently threats 
were made against him, but he never shirked 
from what he thought was his auty to his peo- 
ple. Ile la an Episcopalian and once, when 
there was great opposition to the admission 
of colored delegates to the Diocesan conyen- 
tion, Air. Zuille was elected through the in- 
fluence of John Jay.

CAUSED BY CHANGES OF WEATHER, 


The Damage te the Wheat and Fruit Crops 
in Lilinois. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., March 14.—Information 
from Soutbern and Centre Lilinols indicates 
more or less damage to the wheat crop by 
freezing within the past week or ten days. 
The warm weather last month advanced the 
growth tosuch an extent that it was in a very 
tender condition when the sharp freeze be- 
gan. The Fultz wheat is a swamp variety, 


and bas sufferea the most. It advances 
much more rapidly in growth in the 
early season than the old golden chaff or 
Mediterranean. All of that variety between 
Springfield and Peoria is severely injured. On 
account of the peculiar condition of the soll 
in that vicinity the other varieties have fared 
better. From the reports on fru in the 
southern partofthe State, where the bulk of 
the Illinois crop is raised, it may safely be 
stated that the peach crop is ruined. Apples 
and cherries are safe, but pears are injured to 
a considerable extent. Strawberries, where 
properly covered and protected, are not ex- 
tensively injured, but where they were not 
— for they are killed or have suffered 
badly.
